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Adversity brings its clouds, but 
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DEADLY BOMBS 
Dynamite Exploded in the Ranks 
of a Religious Procession. 


A Number. Injured, Some of Who 
May Die. 


BOLD WORK OF ANARCHISTS IN THE 
STREETS OF CADIZ. 


Threatening Letters Received by the 
Authorities—Outrage at Valencia—Rav- 
achol’s Relatives Deny His Identity— 
Incendiary Fires in Austria—Explo- 
sives Found by a Hunter—An Indian- 
epolis Suspect. 


MapRIp, April 14.—The optimistic view 
taken of the Anarchist situation here and the 


belief that the prompt action of the author-’ 


ities would prevent the committal of further 
outrages of that character has received a se- 
vere setback. It appears now that after the 
arrest of Delboche, Ferreira and Munoz the 
Anarchists temporarily § relapsed into 
guietude, but they have again resumed their 
work in different partsof the country. It 
would naturally be supposed that all their 
attempts would be directed against those in 
authority, but it appears that, with blind and 
unreasoning malignancy, they only desire to 
kill for the sake. of killing, and not bring 
about a change in the existing order of gov- 
ernment. An fllustration of this was given 
to-day at Cadiz. . 

Like all Spanish cities Oadiz has been 
closely observing Holy Week. To-day being 
Holy Thursday there was a public procession 
of worshipers, the priests bearingireligious 
emblems and relics. A considerable crowd 
watched the processionistS as they passed 
along the streets, a great majority of the by- 
standers bowing reverently as the religious 
embiems were carried past them. 

EXPLODED IN THE RANKS. 

Everybody in the procession was passing 
slowly along without the least thought of 
danger, when suddenly two men inthe crowd 
of onlookersthrew two bombs directly into 
the procession. Those in the ine were panic- 
stricken and fiedin every direction. The by- 
standers were also terribly frightened and 
sought safety in flight. Inthe confusion and 
excitement the villains who threw the 
petards made their escape, and there is not 
the slichtest clue to thelr identity. A 
number of the processionists were Injured by 
the explosion, and some of them may dle. 
Many ofthe people returned to the church 
from which the procession originally came 
and offered up thanks for theirescape from 
death. 

The people afe deeply indignant at this Iat- 
est outrage, ‘the police cannot be blamed 
for any laxity, for no one dreamed that spe- 
cial precautions would. be necessary to pre- 
Ventan attack upon a religious procession. 
These processions are afeatureinall Span- 
ish cities, particularly during Holy Week,and 
seldom heretofore has any trouble occurred 
through them. Every effort will be made to 
capture the miscreants, and if they are 
caught they will undoubtedly spend the re- 
mainder of their lives in penal servitude. 

The police authorities are very active in 
consequence of the circular letter recently 
sent to them by the Minister of Justice, and 
a large number of persons supposed to bo 
directly or indirectly implicated in dynamite 
plots have been arrested. Many of the arrests 
have been made in Cadiz and Valencia, 

THREATENING LETTERS. 

The authorities here continue to receive 
letters ‘threatening to kill them and to de- 
stroy property, but little attentionis paid to 
them. Every possible precaution has been 
taken to prevent outrages and every sus- 
pected Anarchist is closely watched. 

Owing to the Anarchist agitation, which 
has caused a general feeling of uneasiness, 
the elaborate Holy Week ceremonies have 
been poorly attended. The many threats 
that have been made to destroy the places of 
worship, and the confession of Munoz, who 
said it was his intention to place in the holy 
water fontsacertain substance that would 
explode after short contact with water, have 
so frightened the church-goers thatthey have 
remained at home. 

The Socialists and workingmen’s associa- 
tions are divided in regafd to the arrange- 
ments forthe May Day celebration. Itis not 
expected that the celebration in this city will 
be very impressive. Fresh strikes are 
threatened in various indusiries and it is be- 
lieved that they will be extensive. 

ihe Anarchist Munoz was again examined 
yesterday, when he gave very minute details 
regarding the manufacture of bombs, like 
those found in the Cortez, which ignite on 
contact with water. He admitted that it was 
his intention to place such bombs In the holy 
. water basins in various churches. Munoz 
accompanied a magistrate and other officers 
to a place where experiments were made, 
which convinced the officials of the truth of 
the prisoner’s statements. 

' EXPLOSION AT VALENCTA. 

Arother bomb. was: exploded in Valencia 
yesterday, presumably by Anarchists. Much 
damage wus done to property and the people 
are terrorized. . 

The Paris magistrate before whom the 
“matter has been brought, has decided that 
there is no case ag Gustav Mathieu, the 
alleged accomplice of Ravachol, andthe 
warrants which were issued against Mathieu 
have accordingly been annulled. Le Soir says 
that Ravachol’s relatives have been 
shown a photograph of the man taken in 
prison and they deny his identity. 

The fre which devastated the village of 
Leonafelden, in Upper Austria, did much 
more Cestruction than at first reported. The 
total damage is not less than half a million 
fiorins. The best part of the: village is de- 
stroyed, and the inhabitants are being cared 
for in the nefghboring farm houses. The fire 
is believed beyond doubt to be incendiary, as 
difficulties had for some time existed be- 
tween the leading employer of labor in 
the village and certain workingmen. The 
rural districts of Austria are almost in & 
panic on the subject of|incendiary fires, which 
are becoming very common, and have caused 
loss of life and extensive loss of property.

An Alabama Sheriff a Fugitive—OCriminal

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 14.—Louis A. 
Grant, Chief Deputy Sheriff of Shelby County 
and  dActing Sheriff, has absconded. 
He leit Saturday and to-day 
his wife received his letter, 
dated New Orleans, giving the first news 
that he was a defaulter. He said he had fled 
as the only alternative to keep out of 
the penitentiary and was then on 
the eve of sailing for South America. 
He had spent about $10,000 of 
other people’s money. He was administrator 
of a number of estates and was general man- 
ager of the Calera Land Co. The 
money that he made away with belonged to 
estates and plantations in court for whom he 
had levied executions. He went to gambling 
in futures. . 

ORIMINALLY CARELESS. 

CHICAGO, I1l,, April 14.—The Coroner’s jury 
which has jbeen investigating the death of 
the eight victims of the Pearch street disas- 
ter, all- of whom were crushed to death 
by the collapse of a seven-story brick build- 
ing during a wind-storm, returned a verdict 
at midnight, holding Louis O’Nell, Ss. E. 
Young, E. J. Mills, W. H. Genung and Julius 
A. Lense to the wrand-jury. O’Neilis the 
City Building Commissioner, and Lense and 
Genung are two of his inspectors; Young is 
the owner of the collapséd vullding and Mills 
the architect and contractor. The jury finds 
all guilty of criminal carelessness in that the 
buliding was constructed ‘‘in an unbuisness- 
like and careless manner and in disrepard of 
the city building ordinances.’’ A caplas was 
issued for each of the men named, but so far 
none have been arrested. 


UNBURDENED HER CONSCIENCE,

Abbas Formally Invested With Rule 
Over Egypt. 


GLITTERING DISPLAY ATTENDS THE 
READING OF THE FIRMAN, 


The Irish Parliamentary Party Admon- 
ished—British Topics—A Commission 
Adjusting the Claims of Canadian 
Sealers—Emperor Joseph’s Lesson in 
Humility—General Foreign. 


Carro, April. 14.—The investiteur of the 

Khedive took place to-day at the Abdin Pal- 
ace, Much delay has occurred in the read- 
ing of the firman of investiteur. The Sul- 
tan’s special envoy, Ahmed Eyoub Pasha,and 
his suite arrived here from Constantinople on 
the 4th, since which time they have been so- 
journing atthe Munerah Palace. The cere- 
mony to-day was celebrated with much 
pomp. All the British and Egyptian troops 
were massed in Abdin Square fronting the 
palace. Tribunes had been erectedon the 
sides of the square, and these were filled 
with officials and others. The Khedive and 
his Ministers assembled ona dais in front of 
the palace, where they recelved Ahmed Eyoub 
Pasha, who arrived at 10 o’clock, accom- 
panied by a brilliant escort of cavalry. 
@ The firman of investiteur was read by an 
official, who also read a telegram from the 
Sultan conferring upon the Khedive the ad- 
ministration of the Sinai Peninsula. 

Upon the conclusion of the reading the as- 
sembled troops thrice saiuted the Sultan und 
a band. played the Turkish anthem. After 
this the troops saluted the Khedive three 
times and the Egyptian anthem was played. 
Then a salute of 102 guns was fired. ‘The na- 
tive spectators displayed the greatest enthu- 
siasm throughout the whole ceremony. 

Afterward the Khedive received the con- 
gratulations of the ministers and diplomats, 
The city was decoratéd witht flags and bunt- 
ing and the day was generally observed as a 
holiday. To-night the city will be filluml- 
nated. 

Itwas made known officially yesterday 
that all difficulties had heen removed, and 
that the Sultan had modified the firman in 
such a way as to be satirfactory to the 
Khedive, to England and to Italy, leaving the 
Khediye in full and undisputed control of all 
the territories over which his an- 
cestors had reigned. Thisnews caused gen- 
eral satisiaction in Cairo, outside of the 
French colonies, where some disappointment 
was shown, and general preparation began 
early last evening to make to-day memorable 
with general rejoicing and a grand public 
ceremony. 

The center of animation and display was in 
Ismailya and toward that district of palaces 
the multitude directed their steps. The 
Khedival residences were splendid with dec- 
orations and the horseshoe space in front 
of the palace Abidin was oc- 
cupied by the British and . the 
choicest of the Egyptian..troops... While 
the palaces of the Egyptian grandees were 
mostly hidden by their high walls, the ban- 
ners floating from the visiblé roofs told that 
all Egypt shared in the general joy. The 
troops in the Square were arranged s0 
as to give the most picturesque 
effect, the stalwart blacks from 
the Soudan presenting a striking contrast 
tothe Egyptian Fellah soldiers, and more 
especially to the British forceof occupation. 
All were commanded by English officers, 

All of the representatives of European 
powers were present with the ministers of 
the Khedive, ih the audience chamber of the 
palace, when Atmed Eyoub Pasha arrived 
bearing the firman of the Sultan. 


DOMINION AFFAIRS. 


ADJUSTIKG THE CLAIMS OF CANADIAN SEALERS 
—BRIEF NOTES. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, April 13.—Messrs. G. E. 
Gleadowe of the Imperial Treasury Depart- 
ment and A. J. Rose, Assistant Secretary of 
the National Marine Insurance Co, of London, 
who have been appointed commissioners to 
examine into the claims for compensation 
due to the operation of the Anglo-American 
modus vVivendiin Behring Sea last season, 
willremain here until Monday next. It is 
learned that a majority of the sealers have 
already filed their claims with Collector Milne 
at Victoria, but as the time for entering 
claims does not expire until the 28th inst., 
the commissioners do not propose to reach 
Victoria much before that date. While here 
they will confer with Dr. G. M. Dawson, 
Commissioner to Behring Sea last year. 

Atthe last session of Parilament an ad- 
dress was passed asking the British Govern- 
ment to terminate certain provisions of the 
treaties between Great Britain, Germany and 
Belgium, that Canada might bein a position 
to negotiate treaties with the United States 
and with other countries. Although 
seven “™onths have intervened, Sir John 
Thompson stated in Parliament last night 
that no reply has been received and the con- 
tempt with which Lord Salisbury had treated 
the appeal of the Dominion would be brought 
before Parliament next week. 

A. C. Brown, for the past yearor two has 
carried on what appeared to beavery suc- 
cussful brokerage and commissicn business 
at Toronto. Meantime his speculations be- 
came lessand less and he began to incur 
heavy debts. Brown has not been seen there 
since Friday. Heileft debtsto the amount of

to it that the feet are in no actual need of 
washing before the Emperor touches them. 


RIO I8 TRANQUIL. 

Rio pe Janerro, April 4.—The state of 
Siege has been raised.

HUMBERT’S MINISTERS RESIGN. 

Rome, April 14.—Owing to differences that 
arose at the last three Cabinet councils over 
the financial measures to.be submitted to 
Parliament, the whole Ministry tendered 
their resignations to King Humbert to-day, 
andthey were accepted. The King has 
charged the Marquis Di Rudini, the Prin 
Minister, to reconstruct. the COabinet. No 
change in the ministerial programme is ex- 
pected, exceptthat Marquis Di Rudini pro- 
poses to insist more strongly upon the Wov- 
ernment’ Anancial proposals. 


AFRICAN SLAVE TRADE. 

Paris, April 14.—While the Senate yester- 
day way discussing the proposed grant for 
dispatching reinforcéments to Dahomey and 
for carrying on the operations of the French 
troops in that country, M. Barbey, formerly 
Minister of Marine,'asserted that King Be- 
hanzin’s breach of treaty with France arose 
from a sale of slaves to certain European 
powers. 


ORIENTAL JUSTICE. 

YOKOWAMA, April’ 14.—A sentence of six

JEWISH EMIGRANTS. 

BERLIN, April 14.—The Jewish Emigration 
Committee has decided not to assist Russian 
Jews except such asare selected as suitable 
for colonization. These will be sent in batches 
of 100to the United States. Others will be 
sent slowly to the Argentine Republic and 
none will be sent to Palestine. 


BRIEF CABLEGRAMS, 

The Miguelists are making peace with the 
reigning family in Pertugal and the descend- 
ants of Don Miguel will be admitted as mem- 
bers of the reigning dynasty of Braganza 
under the title of ‘‘Appanagist Princes.’’ 

The Czar has declined to withdraw thé pro- 
hibition of exportation of grain until he 
knows the result of the harvest, which, at 
the earliest, will not be till July. 

Cardinal Rampoli, the Papal Secretary of 
State, is confined to his bed from an attack of 
iliness. Physicians do not consider his con- 
dition serious. 

Many prominent English physicians have 
signed an appeal to Home Secretary Matthews 
to liberate Mrs. Osborne.

NEW YorK, April 14,—Ex-Secretary of the 
Navy William 0.

He goes on a visit toa daughter who bas 
been away two years,. dust prior to big de- 
parture he said to areporter: ‘*Theonly 
trouble with the Dem@eratic party fs the dis- 
sensions and possibly ‘bad blood. The situa- 
tion, however, is very much what 
it was in 1876, when Gov. Tilden 
was nominated. The Democratic party 
in the West was committed very generally 
and pretty ardently to greenbackism. The 
candidacy of Gov. Tilden was looked upon as 
likely to fail of support in. the West. The 
second Grant admigistration had created an 
issue, and Gov. Tilden, by reason of his 
vigorous warfare upan the Tweed ring and 
canal ring in _ this State, was 
the dominant figure in the Demo- 
crat party to meet it. He was 
nominated and Greenbackism was forgotten. 
The necessity for reform in the Government 
became the sole issue. Ihe party was unified 
upon it and really carried the election. 

‘*At this distance from the convention of 
1876 there was a perfect parallelism between 
the condition of the party at that time and 
now, and with regard to candl- 
dates it seems to me that the situ- 
ation is the same as it was at that 
time. For gvod ofr ijl, the issue of the 
Democratic party at the present time tis 
tariff reform, not free trade, not the destruc- 
tion of our industries in any way that have 
grown up under present tariff laws, but 
relief from over-protection unnecessary for 
the prosperity of our tmdustries, from the 
overtaxation of the people that results from 
it, from enriching a few at the expense of the 
many, and from extravagance in 
public expenditures which results from 
their desire to sustain this over- 
taxation. The battle of 1892 has to be fought 
upon these issues in general., They have been 
framed and puttothe front by Mr. Cleve- 
land. It seems tome from looking over the 
field that people will not be satisfied without 
he is made their leader in the campaign. I 
was one of those who struggled 
against Mr. Clevéland in making 
the issue when he @id in 1887, think- 
ing it premature and wishing the benefit of 
the strength which would have come to us 
in the fight after his re-election to the Presi- 
dency in 1888, which would have necessarily 
resulted from his administrative record. 

**However the issue Was made, it is to-day 
dominant in the country and the feeling of 
Democrats yoeghous the country ane 
ot confidence oO the resuit n 
1892. But for success we must 
have consideration for difference 
within the party and for the personal prefer- 
ences of individuals. I know that no one 
feeis better disposed in this regard than Mr. 
Cleveland himself. He thinks much more of 
the issue and of the party’s success than of 
his individual position, 

‘*l have done everytiting I could to infiu- 
ence people within the party to bave consida- 
eration for each other. We must have 
harmony and cordial co-operation 
in orderto win. People cannot be dragooned 
Into an enthusiastic support of candidates. I 
feel certain that when it appears that Mr. 
Cleveland is the general choice of the Demo- 
cratic party for the neXt campaign, not from 
lack of appreciation uf the merits of the 
other prominent Democrats, but because the 
issue and events point to him, personal pref- 
erences will yield to the: general judgement 
and we shall go into the fight in better shape 
than in any election within my recollection. ’’

THE SIEGE RAISED. 


United States Troops End the War 
Among Wyoming Stockmen. * 


DovuaLas, Wyo., April 14.—At3 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, Col. Van Horn with three 
companies of cavalry from Fort McKinney 
started tothe T. A. ranch. The President at 
the request of the Governor issued the neces- 
sary orders forthe troopsto assistthe civil 
authorities. Whenthey arrived at the scene 
it was found that the besiegers and besieged 
occupied relatively the same position as at 
an early bour this morning. The besiegers 
had increased to probably 1,000 persons, some 
of whom had come from adjoining counties. 
These were invariably small ranchmen (dis- 
tinct from the rustlers, who believed that 
their livesand homes werein danger from 
the invasion. When they arrived at the 
scene a conference was held between. Col, 
Van Horn, Arapahoe Brownand Sheriff An- 
gus. The latter two represented the be- 
siegers. Both explained that the thing they 
desired was to be assured thatif the stock- 
men were surrendered they woula be turned 
overto the civil authorities. No difficulty 
was found on this score. 

Aflag of truce was then sent forward to 
the beseiged. They were informed of the 
presence and intention of the troops, and as- 
sured that they would receive protection in 
the event that they surrendered. Those un- 
der the flag of truce then returned to their 
respective commands. A rather long confer- 


ence ensued, after which the stockmen sent | 


forward another flag of truce with the infor- 
mation that they surrender to Col, Van Horn, 
The cavalry then entered the line of invest- 
ment, and threw about a line of pickets 
which encircled the ranch houses. 

The besiegers then withdrew, and the 
troops took possession of the camp of the be- 
sieged. It was found that only one man had 
been badly hurt, His name was Lowrey, and 
he was one of the imported Texans. He had 
been struck in the groin by a stray bullet 
and is dangerously injured, .

Barren Waste. 


L988 OF LIFE MAY REACH APPALLING 
FIGURES. 


Itis Thought That at Least 250 People 
Have Périsheod—Not a Dozen Houses 
Left in the Bottom Lands About Colum- 
bus and West Point—In Peril for a 
Bride, . 


COLUMBUS, Miss., April 14.—The once fertile 
valley of the Tombigbee is a barren waste. 
When the flood was at its height the river 
was fully ten miles wide below this city, and 
the current of the deluge has literally swept 
everything movable fromthe once prosper 
ous plantations that covered the territory on 
either bank. <And not only this, but for 
stretches of miles in extent the loose, sandy | 
soll, always so productive, has been washed 
away by the current, leaving a sterile, bard 


' surface, upon which nothing can be made to 


grow until another rise may leave an alluvial 
deposit in the washed-out spots. 

A fair idea of the devastation about Colum- 
bus may be gained when it is stated thata 
belt of country ranging from five to fifteen 
miles wide, running north and south fully 
forty miles, is one stretch of debris, made up 
of ruins of houses, fences and carcasses of 
stock, and it is doubtful whether there is left 
standing in that belt one dozen houses. 

The fences are all down and rails washed 
away. No stock can be seen—it has eit 
been drowned or left for higher grou . 
Most of it was drowned, a$* the decaying and 
festering carcasses attest. A fire sweeping 
through the valley and destroying everything 
in reach could not have wrought the utter - 
desolation. “Something valuable would al- 
most certainly have escaped, : 

The floods seemed to have destroyed every- 
everything, and left the inhabitants without 
the means of restoring their plantations. As 
an expedient a no-fence iaw wiil be put into 
operation to prevent stock from the outlying 
districts straying in. Thereisno time for 
those with the means to rebuild fences. It is 
impossible to care for the destitute. All have 
assisted cheerfully in allaying suffering as far 
as their means would permit. As yet there has 
been no suffering for lack of food, but as pro- 
visions will have to be furnished to the 
thousands of negroes for weeks, the demands 
will be far heavier than can be met. The 
towns depend largely on the farmers of the 
valley for trade, sothe depression is wide- 
spread. New bodies are being hourly found, 
It is impossible to estimate what the total 
death list will amount to. 

The best estimate places the lossof lifein 
this flood-swept district at 250.. Ih truth, 
when the waters have completely subsided 
these figures may be increased. At Wést 
Point about the same picture may be drawn 
of thescene of desolation left in the track of 
the deluge.

Jim Brennan’s Share Cuts a Big Figure | 


in. the Litigation. 


HUGH L. FOX’S ALLEGED BOAST OF HIS 
CONTROL OVER THE MAYOR. 


The Defendants in the Action to Have a 
Receiver Appointed for the Company 
Filean Answer in Which They Charge 
a Conspiracy to Deprive Them of Their 
Rights—General Court News. 


Col. D. P. Dyer, attorney for the defend- 
ants in the case of H. L. Fox and James W. 
Brennan against John Gorman, John Moran, 
Lizzie Moran and the Moran Bolt & 
Nut Manufacturing Co., an application for 
the appointment of a receiver, filed an inter- 
esting answer to-day in Jucge Valliant’s 
court, in which the case is pending, being set 


for bearing May 18. 

The case was brought March 19, 1892. It is 
alleged in the petition that Fox is the owner 
of nine shares of stock inthe Moran Bok & 
Nut Manufacturing Co., valued at 
$1,000 each, and that Brennan, who 
is Mayor Noonan’s private secretary, is the 
owner of oneshare ofthe stock. The appli- 
cation for a receiver is based upon charges of 
misconduct on the part of the officers of the 
Moran Bolt & Nut Manufacturing Co., which 
is located at Second and Florida streets. 

The answer denies the charges, alleged in 
the petition and then gives some 
alleged inside history as to the 
affairs of the Moran Bolt & 
Nut Manufacturing Oo., and the troubles in 
the Moran family, whose members originally 
owned all the stock of the 
comipany, and who now are engaged 
in the litigation over tho property. 
The company, the answer sets forth, was or- 
ganized with a capital stock of $60,000, consist- 
ing of sixty shares of the value of $1,000 each. 
The ‘stock was originally held in blocks 
of ten shares each by John Moran, 
Lizzie Moran, Susan Moran, William E. 
Moran, Michael Moran and Jennie Moran, 
now the wife of John Gorman, who were 
brothers and sisters. Susan Moran died in 
1887, willing her stock to Lizzie Moran 
with certain conditions resulting in the bene- 
fit of Jennie Valentine O’Farrell, a grand 
niece of the testatrix. Later the interest of 
Michael Moran was purchased by 
the other stockholders, who divided the 
stock between them. Itis further alleged in 
the answer that William E. Moran has been 
for a number of years addicted tothe use of 
liquor to great excess, and when under 
its influence he likely to squander

PUMP COAL THROUGH PIPES. 


A New Method of Transporting Anthracite 
Proposed, 

New York, April 14.—A plan is now pro- 
posed for carrying anthracite coal from 
Pennsylvania flelds to New York, which is at 
least unique, and its projector claims is 
certainly practicable. The idea had its birth 
in the brain of Mr. W. C. Andrews, President 
of the New York Steam Co. The coal is to be 
ground to atoms, mixed with water and 
pumped into pipes by tremendously powerful 


engines. The coal-carrying stream will travel 
through the pipes at an average rate 
of about ve miles an hour. 
At this end the fluid will run into 
immense pans, probably on the Jersey mead- 
ows. After the coal has settled to the bottom 
the water will be drawnoff. The coal will 
then be collected , andeven in its atomized 
state can be most advantageously used for 
many pasposes, Se as making steel. For 
household use will be compressed into 
what Mr. Andrews Calls ‘'briguettes.’’. I'he 
inventor of the plan demonstrates by figures 
that the expense of piping coal will be much 
less than the cost of transportation by rail.

Wonderful strides in the improvement of 
vessels for water transportation have been 
made within the last ten years, and the 
most scientific naval engineers and archi- 
tects agree that the next ten will witness 
triumphs in navigation which the world 
has not yet dreamed of. The most suc- 
cessful of these strides are found in vessels 
for the navigation of the great lakes from 
Chicago to the sea, including the whale- 
back. But -those improved lake and 8t. 
Lawrence River vessels require more water 
than the Mississippi affords, and it is ap- 
parent that they will .be superseded as 
soon as vessels are constructed of adjust- 
able draught for both river and ocean nav- 
igation. 

If a broad-bottomed, light draught river 
vessel can be steadied and strengthened 
for ocean navigation by means of a ‘‘cen- 
ter-board,’’ raised or lowered at will, the 
result will be a great revolution in the 
world’s commerce, to the incalculable ad- 
vantage of inland river cities and districts 
in both North and South America. The 
cost of building a vessel to test the Lucas 
invention will be trifling, indeed, com- 
pared with th@ consequences of its suc- 
cess.

Italy and the United States Adjust 
_ Their Differences. 


Money Paid for the Lives of Three of 
the Lynched Sicilians. 


AMICABLE RELATIONS BETWEEN THE 
TWO NATIONS RESTORED. 


An Indemnity of $25,000 to Be Divided 
Among the Relatives of the Men Shown 
to Be Subjects of King Humbert—A 
Minister of Italy Will Be Sent to 
Washington and Porter Returned to 
Rome—The Controversy Reviewed. 


Rome, April 14.—A series of notes. has 
passed between Mr. Blaine, the American 
Secretary of State, and Marquis Imperiall, 
Italian Charge d’ Affaires at Washington, re- 
sulting in a settlement of the differences be- 
tween Italy and the United States growing 
out of the lynching of the Italians at New Or- 


leans. 

According to this dispatch, the Marquis has 
advised the Italian Government that he has 
received from the United States Government 
the sum of $25,000 for the families of the vic- 
tims. This money, the Marquis adds, was 
accompanied by a note from Secretary Blaine 
in which he declared that although no wrong 
was committed directly by the United States 
the latter, nevertheless, feels its solemn 
duty inthe premises. The note adds that 
Mr. Blaine declares that he feels great pleas- 
ure that the National Government should pay 
toltaly a satisfactory indemnity. In conse- 
quence of these instructions given to Mr. 
Blaine by President Harrison,the latter hopes 
that the arrangement wiil end the unfortu- 
nate incident; that the former good relations 
between the two countries will be firmly re- 
established, and that nothing in the future 
will occur to disturb such relations. 

In his note replying to Mr. Blaine’s com- 
munication, the Marquis Imperiali says that 
Italy had already, with pleasure, noted the 
terms in which President Harrison referred 
to the matter in his message at the opening of 
Congress. The Margeais further says 
that Italy considers the indemnity 
sufficient without prejudice to any action at 
law that may be brought by the aggrieved 
parties. He also expresses the hope that 
the payment of the indemnity will result in 
the happy re-establishment of relations be- 
tween the two governments. 

THE STATEMENT CONFIRMED. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 14.—Inguiry in 
this city confirms the statement coming from 
Rome thatacomplete and amicable settle- 
ment has been reachedin the international 
difficulties between the United States and 
Italy growing out of the New 
Orleans tragedy. It appears that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States has voluntarily 
taken the initiation in closing the breach and 
without committing itself to the recognition 
of any claim for indemnity, but simply as an 
act of justice and from motives of comity, 
has placed in the hands . of the 
Marquis Imperiali, the Italian Charge dq’ 
Affairs here, the sum Of 125,000 francs, or 
$25,000 for distribution among the heirs of the 
three Italians who were killed at New Or- 
leans and were found to ba subjects of the 
Italian Government. It is understood that 
the money was taken from the annual 
appropriation of $80,000 to enable the Presi- 
dent to provide for unforseen emergencies in 
the diplomatic and consular service, so that 
it will be unnessary to call upon Congress for 
a@ epecific appropriation. 

By this actionon the part of the United 
States government, the disagreeable com- 
plications in the relations of the two govern- 
ments, it is believed, have been removed, 
and within a short time the diplomatic rela- 
tions between them will be wholly restored. 

The lynching of the Scicilians by the New 
Orleans mob, it wili be recalled, took place 
on March 14, 1891. Baron Fava, who was 
then the Italian Minister at Wash- 
ington, at once, by order of 
his Government, demanded that the 
United States should guarantee the punish- 
ment of the men who composed the moband 

ay an indemnity to the families of the men 

ilied in the Parish Prison. 

Tothis demand Secretary Blaine replied 
that the duty of arresting and punishing vio- 
laters of the law in Louisiana devolved onthe 
Government of that State and the remedy for 
the outrage complained of by Italy lay in the 
courts of that State. 

Foratime it seemed that a war between 
the United Statesand Italy in the settlement 
of the points in dispute was probable. Baron 
Fava left Washington, and while diplomatic 
relations between the two countries were not 
severed they were not as friendly 
as formerly. Since Baron Fava’ dle- 
parture the affairs of the tallan 
government in this country Bhaue been con- 
ducted bythe Marquis Imperiall, who was 
Secretary of the Legation. About one month 
ago therelatives of the men Milled at New 
Orleans instituted suits for damages against 
the city 0f New Orleans. These suits are now 
pending. 

Some time after the departure of Baron 
Fava from Washington Minister Porter, who 
represented the United States at home, came 
homeon leave of absence. Me has not yet 
returned to ltaly.

THE TOPIC OF ATLANTA. 


A Friend of Signor Barili Speaks a Word 
in His Defense. 


ATLANTA, Ga., April 14.—The story of Signor 
Barili’s infatuation for Mrs. Dr. Horine has 
been on every tongue in Atlanta since the 
expose ofa few days ago. A gentleman who 
knows the professor intimately, said to-day: 

‘*Barill came to Atlanta in the early 80’s 
and from that time until about a year and 
a half ago seemed devoted to his little 
German wife and their three children. He 


bought a home tn the fashionable quarter of 
the’city, and constantly talked to his friends 
of his domestic felicity. 

‘*] nave often heard him repeat the story 
of the opposition to his marriage by Adelina 
and Carlotta Patti on the ground that domes- 
tic cares would be incompatible with great 
achievement inart. Barili used to describe 
graphically a stormy scene in which Carlotta 
Patti flew intoa rage and declared, ‘Mond, 
what do you want to get married for? Are 
there not enough women in the world? Marry 
your art and look elsewhere for love. ’’ 

When the Barilis first cameto Atlanta they 
were taken up by the musical society of the 
place. Barili trained a big chorus for a mus- 
ical festival in 1884, at whiclhr the Thomas 
orchestra assisted. Besides this, he organ- 
ized a number of large classes, in the instruc- 
tion of which Mrs. Barili, herself a brilliant 
performer on the piano, was bis assistant, 

After his meeting with Mrs. Horine he 
madea pitiful attempttoatone for his infi- 
delity by deeding his wife their home, giving 
her nearly all the money he had saved and 
turning over to her all his pupils. He went to 
Kansas City toa friend and threatened to 
commit suicide. He was persuaded.to begin 
life anew itn Kansas City. 

He is a slender man, not more than5 feet 8 
or 4inches In height, and he speaks rapidly 
and with a slight foreign accent. 

A number of his compositions are well 
known to musical people. In his Atlanta life 
nearly all his time was devoted to his music, 
his only recreation being occasional exercise 
with the folls.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 14.—It is said to- 
day that Sig. Alfredo Barili has gone to Onat- 
tanooga, Tenn. There by arrangement he 
will meet his wronged wife and will endeavor 
to effect a reconcillation with her, by which 
the criminal proceedings with which fre Is 
threatened will be abandoned, and the suit 
for divorce brought for his wife will be dis- 
missed. Together the pair will seek some 
Southern city where the musician will en- 
deavor to build himselfup again.

TAKING DEPOSITIONS.

¥ Before a Notary. 

Depositions in the now celebrated .attach- 
ment case of M. J. Edwards vs. Dr. Burt Lee 
were begun this forenoon before Notary Pub- 
lic John Robinson. The stenographer, Mr. 
Edwards, was first sworn, and Mr. Mudd, 
who represented -Dr. Lee, proceeded to in- 
vestigate the circumstances leading to 


the suit. Necessarily the inquiry embraced 
the suitof John A. Buecheler vs. Dr. Burt 
Lee and Mr. and Mrs. Ellis, the case in which 
Constable Freese is charged with having 
made out unauthorized attachment papers 
and levying thereunder. Freese claimed that 
he had Judge Pollard’s authority to make out 

apers under certain circumstances; and 

-ollard, on the other hand, denies such an 
understanding. 

In Edwards’ testimony it transpired that 
he was engaged in booming that part of the 
town where he lived, Shaw and Cooper 
avenues, near Howard Station, and adver- 
tised for a good doctor to settle there and get 
into a good ractice.*’ Dr. Lee 
came out and Kdwards let him into 
one of his houses. Dr, Lee, however, was 
unable to ay rent, etc., and ‘Edwards 

a to ring suit to protect 
himself, When Eawards had sworn 
to his suit before Justice Pollard, 
he went with Constable Freese to make the 
levy. Inthe talk over the making of the 
papers, Edwards said that he understood 
that other suits were likely to follow, and 
Justice Pollard said that he had often ob- 
served that when one attachment suit was 
Started, others were pretty sure to come 
along; so he tola Constable Freese to take 
out’ some bianks and be ready for any 
emergency. The Constable, his deputy and 
Mr. Edwards then rode out te make the levy. 
They stopped at Buecheler’s, who also hada 
claim against Lee and who had been thinking 
of getting out an attachment, and they 
got his signature to Edwards’ surety 
bond, and then “Freese made out 
the papers tn Buecheler’s attachment suit 
and Edwards went on his bond. In beth 
cases Freese as Notary Public took the ac- 
gy toy re ts of both parties. Then 
Freese, dwhras, etc., went to Dr. Lee’s 
house and made the levy. 

There were curious developments in the 
Buecheler case. Mr. Buecheler swore that 
when Edwards and Freese cameto him with 
papers to take out his suit he wanted attach- 

against Dr. Lee; the 
him nothing, and “he 
didn’t ,understand, when he jsigned the 
affidavit that he was proceeding against the 
Eliiises. But Mr. Freese said that Buecheler 
told him that he wanted to attach not only 
Dr. Lee but the E)lises also, and he made out 
the papers accordingly. 
eese swore, as did Edwards, to the fact 
that when Ja@stice Pollard heard that other 
attachment suits were likely to follow, he 
urged him (Freese) to take out Dlanks soas 
to be ready for any emergency. 
Freese, however, denied the alle- 
gation that he levied on themunder the 
Buecheler attachment. He did not, how- 
ever, explainto Mr. Mudd’s entire satisfac- 
tion, why, when he made the levy,if he 
made it under the Edwards attachment, he 
left with the partiesa copy of the Buecheler 
vs. Lee and Ellis attachments. 

The proceedings were enlivened by a littie 
tilt between Mr. Mudd and Mr. Loring, the 
latter representing Mr. Edwards. Mr. Ed- 
wards declined to answer a question 
and Mr. Mudd persisted. Mr. Loring 
said that this style of taking de- 
positions was pursued by the late Mr. Bow- 
man, who brought the practice into con- 
tempt;and Mr. Mudd said that Mr. Loring 
had gone about as far to the verge of 
his (Mudd’s) patience as it was 
safe, andthatthis kindof talk was neither 
gentlemanly, polite nor proper. There wasa 
further interchange of compliments, and 
then the attorneys acted upon Mr. RKobin- 
son’s suggestion and settled down to busi- 
ness. 

There wasa slightissue between Mr. Ed- 
wards and Constable Freese on a matter that 
may become important. When the levy was 
being made Mrs, Ellis claimed some ofthe 
goods to be hers; if so they were 
not subject to levy against Dr. Lee. 
Notwithstanding the question as to owner- 
ship, Edwards says that Freese remarked 
that they had bettertake them; but Freese 
swore that Edwards was there to super- 
Vise the levy and he told the officer 
to take everything out of the 
house, as he knew that all belonged to Dr. 
Lee. Mr. Mudd looked extremely satisfied as 
he brought out this conflicting testimony. 

Freese swore that he made out the papers 
in the Buecheler case by the express 
authority of Judge Pollard. His story on 
this point is confirmed by Justice Mielert,

A BLIZZARD RAGING.

A Frospect That It . May Be Thoroughly

There is a brilliant prospect of the School 
Board contract letting muddle find- 
ing its way into the courts 
at a very early. day and a test 


being made of thecase wherein the Hale Ele- 
vator Co. 1s entitled tothe contract for put- 
ting elevators in the Polytechnic building, 
Ninthand Locust streets, when it was the 
highest bidder. Mr. Geo. L. Forman of the 
Standard Elevator Co., who ciaims to have 
had the lowest bid submitted to the Building 
Committee, has placed the matter in the 
hands of Attorney Leo Rassieur and an in- 
junction suitis expected soon. Mr, Forman 
left for Chicago last night to consult 
the officers of h!s company, and will return 
inafew days with instructions how to pro- 
ceed. 
Several 


of the School Board 
have said that they felt the board 
had not acted properly, and that 
the Building Committee had madea serious 
mistake in making any recommendations for 
allotting contracts. Four contracts amount- 
inginall to $20,000 were let last Tuesday 
night, andthree of the parties to whom 
they were let, had not submitted a bid. 
The Bullding Committee made a startling 
discovery just before the bids were open, and 
instead of setting bids and specifications 
aside and reporting the discovery to the 
board the committee tried to dove- 
tail the new scheme to the old 
plan, but it has failed to dovetail. 
Members of the committee are beginning to 
admit. this, According to the plans 
the Polytechnic Bullding was to be 
filled with the latest machinery to run four 
hydraulic elevators, to heatit and to ight it 
with are and incandescent lamps. Kefore the 
bids were opened the committee discovered 
that electric elevators though more costly to 
putin were the cheapest to operate and rec- 
ommended them though the bid was the 
highest. Then the agent of the 
Laclede Power Co. convinced them 
he could sell them the power 
to run these elevators. cheaper than 
they could makeit n the house. His bid of 
$1,200 to $2, a year. according to the num- 
ber of trips, was recommended, though it 
was the only oneand he secured the contract. 
The electric light agents coninced the com- 
mittee that the Polytechnic building could 
be lighted cheaper by their company than 
the board could make the light in the house 
andthe propositionsof the Laclede Power 
Co. for fifty are lights at 35 cents 
a day was recommended and the 
contract awarded. ‘The Missour! Electric 
Light Co, secured the contract to light 1,000 
lamps in the building and chargejaccording to 
meter, 

The Bullding Committee finding it could re- 
lieve the boarad of the trouble 
to Ught the building and run _ the 
elevators saw they had advertised 
for too much machinery and asked Mr. Quinn 
bow much he would take off, He said he 
would cut it down $800. The committee 
recommended awarded 
the contract, McEntire 
showed that $5 ,000 be cut 
off under the new arrangement and that por- 
tion offthe report was referredback tothe 
committee. binding it had no use for dyna- 
mos in the building the committee awarded 
the contract for wiring to Philips & Kelly for 
$6,000, thoughit had advertised for bids on 
dynamos and wiring together. Mr. Phillips. 
happened to be the only bidder who sepa- 
rated his bid and he will get the job, though 
some claim now it can be done for $4,000. The 
committee is said to bave made its mistake 
in not reporting its discovery to the board 
without recommendations, Dut requesting 
new plans and specifications to suit the facts 
and advertise for new bids. It is claimed 
several thousand dollars could have been 
saved had this been done.

A Plan to Inaugurate » National Fete 
duly 4 


BY PATRIOTIC CITIZENS WHO WISH TO 
HEAR THE EAGLE SING. 


| 


Mass Meetings of Americans Soon to Be 
Called to Arrange for a Celebration the 
Equal ot Which No Country Has Ever 
Seen—The Promoters’ Ideas of Cele- 
brating. 


A movement is on foot in this city to indug- 
urate what will hereafter-be known as 
**American Day,’’ and the citizens who are 
interested in the scheme are arranging to 
have a grand celebration here July4. They 
are urged in their work by the spirit of 
patriotism solely, and were inspired with the 
idea Of celebrating an ‘‘American Holiday’’ 
by the yearly celebrations held in this country 
by clans and loving sons from other parts of 
the world. Every year the deeds of 
the Patron Saint of fIreland~ and 
the condition of the Irish people 
are recalled to the attention of the world by 
the universal. celebration of St. Patrick’s 
Day. The fall of the Bastile, when the yoke 
of thralldom fell from the shoulders of the 
French people, is revived annually by the 
fetes held by the children of France all over 
the world, The Queen’s birthday .gives the 
Britons in every clime an opportunity to dis- 
play theirlove for their mother country and 
their Queen. St. Andrew’s Day is always ob- 
served by the native Scot wherever he may 
be by feasting and sports, and in a large city 
by the Caledonian games and a banquet, 
Only a few years ago the Germans began 
celebrating what was called ‘‘German Day.’’ 
There were sO many events in the’ history of 
the race that no particular anniversary could 
‘be agreed upon unanimously and it was 
agreed to declare a holiday after harvest 
time in October. The Swedes inthis courtry 
have of late years been celebrating the anni- 
versary of the landing of the Swedes in 
America overtwo hundred and fifty years 
ago. Theltaliansand Polanders also have 
their anniversaries when they set busi- 
mess aside and congregate to en- 
joy themselves, and even the negroes 
annually memorize the _ proclamation of 
emancipation. These holidays, festivals and 
anniversaries are celebrated by picnics, bar- 
becues and great gatherings, at which 
speeches are made, national music is played, 
peculiar national games are indulged in and 
there are other features which distinctly 
mark the day. 

HOW TO CELEBRATE. 

The American citizems, the promoters ad- 
mit, celebrate July 4, the day of the nation’s 
birth, but they claimit isdone ina man- 
ner which gives it no distinc- 
tion or character, and of tate years 
has become nothing more than a recreation 
day, when thousands take advantage of the 
occasion to leave the city on excursions and 
attend picnics in the solitude of the country 
away from the big cities. The small boy is 
the only patriot to be found on July 4, and 
even he does not understand why it is that he 
is given pocket money for firecrackers, and 
why he is permitted on that day to spread 
Tuin on all sides. 

THE PLANS OF PATRIOTS. 

J. F. Tarbauld of the Bell Telephone Co, 
and John L. Collins, twoofthe leading pro- 
moters of the scheme to make a change and 
inaugurate ‘‘American Day,’’ are making 
definite plans to giveita boom, They pro- 
pose to engage a targe hail, perhaps 
the Music Hall, at some near day and call a 
mass-meeting of the patriotic citizens of the 
city. They will propose that an Amerfcan 
picnic be held July 4, at Forest Park, or at 
several parks inthe city, which will be at- 
tended by the patriotic American families 
who will go there with:their baskets and 
games and makea dayofit. All the bands in 
the city will be secured to play only American 
music and nationalairs. The Declaration of 
Independence will be read and 
speeches made, as in the 
early days of July 4 celebrations. 
The national game of base ball will of course 
be one of the features and great attractions. 
The inventive American will find much to 
amuse him if he is agreed. with thousands of 
others to make the day distinctly American. 
Messrs. Tarbauld and Collins are finding 
hundreds of disciples whoindorse the plan 
on first hearing ofit. They have already re- 
ceived almost sufficient encouragement to 
warrant them in hiringa hall and calling the 
contemplated mass meeting. 

A number of Grand Army men were seen to- 
day and asked what they thought ofithe idea 
of preparing for a big celebration on the 
Fourth of July. They expressed tliemselves 
as follows: 

J. F. Clerley, Adjutant of Ransom Pos: ‘‘It 
seems to me thatthe celebration miight be a 
large and imposing one, and [thinkithat the 
Grand Army will doits share.’’

Stephen Dellacelia of Blair Post: ‘*Certain- 
ly! lfavoranything that gives life to the 
town and increases patriotic sentimient.’’ 

Charles Breger, Commander of Meumann 
Post: ‘‘I am heart and soul for such a demon- 
stration! The Grand Army will turn out, and 
don’t you forget it !’’ 

Ignatz Hartman, Post Commander of Has- 
sendeubelj Post: ‘‘Our Commander will be 
heart and soul for sucha demonstration. It 
is time that we had a fitting celebration of 
the Fourth of July in St. Lonis.’’
